DISCUSSION OE ALGERIAN RESOLUTION FOR INVITATION TO PRG 
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COULD BEGIN IF ONLY SIMPLE MAJORITY FAVORED. VOTE WAS 
41-41, BUT CONFERENCE RULE STATES THAT, IN EVENT OF TIE, 
PREPOSITION IS DEFEATED. THUS, IN APPEARING TO FAVOR 
PROPONENTS OF PRG BY PUTTING THEIR PROPOSAL TO VOTE, 

RATHER THAN OUR PROPOSAL, CHAIRMAN GRABER INADVERTENTLY 
WON THE BATTLE FOR US. IF HE HAD PUT THE TWO-THIRDS 
REQUIREMENT TO A VOTE, IT ALSO WOULD PROBABLY HAVE BEEN 
DEFEATED BY TIE VOTE. END SUMMARY. 

2. CONFERENCE HEARD MANY SPEAKERS FEB 4 ON PROCEDURAL 
ISSUE OF WHETHER RULE 32 (TWO-THIRDS) OR RULE 35 PARA 4 
(SIMPLE MAJORITY) APPLY TO ALGERIAN RESOLUTION (GENEVA 603) 

ON PRG ISSUE. AT END OF SPEAKERS LIST, DURING AFTERNOON, 
CHAIRMAN GRABER SUGGESTED THE BEST WAY TO PUT QUESTION 
TO VOTE WAS TO ASK HOW MANY DELS CONSIDERED ALGERIAN 
RESOLUTION TO COME WITHIN FRAMEWORK OF RULE 35 

(4) (SIMPLE MAJORITY). ALDRICH, USDEL SUGGESTED 
A MORE IMPARTIAL WAY OF PUTTING QUESTION WOULD BE WHICH 
DELS FAVOR RULE 35 PARA 4 AND WHICH DELS FAVOR RULE 32. 

GRABER AND CONFERENCE ACCEPTE THIS PROPOSAL AND ON ROLL 
CALL VOTE THERE WAS TIE OF 41 ( IN FAVOR OR RULE 32) 

TO 41 (IN FAVOR OF RULE 35 PARA 4), WITH 24 ABSTENTIONS 
AND 32 ABSENT. AS THIS DID NOT RESULT IN A DECISION, 

GRABER WENT BACK TO HIS FIRST FORMULATION AND PUT QUESTION 
OF WHICH DELEGATIONS THINK RULE 35 PARA 4 APPLICABLE. 

VOTE WAS 41 IN FAVOR, 41 AGAINST, WITH 23 ABSTAINING AND 
33 ABSENT. GRABER RULED THAT SIMPLE MAJORITY HAD BEEN 
REJECTED AND AS CONSEQUENCE ONLY ALTERNATIVE UNDER THE 
RULES WAS THAT TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY REQUIRED TO REOPEN 
DISCUSSION. 

3. SOVIETS AND OTHERS ASKED FOR NEW VOTE TO BE HELD ON 
QUESTION OF WHEHTER RULE 32 (TWO-THIRDS) APPLIED. AFTER 
SOME VACILLATION, GRABER SAID HE HAD MADE RULING WHICH 
OF COURSE SUBJECT TO CHALLENGE. BEFORE ANY CHALLENGE 

TO GRABER'S RULING COULD BE VOTED ON, INDIA MOVED ADJOURN- 
MENT OF MEETING AND MOTION CARRIED 51-39-10. 

4. CHAIRMAN AT PLENARY MEETING MORNING OF VEB 5 

WILL BE BRILL ANTES (PHILIPPINES), BECAUSE GRABER WILL (DOUBTLESS 
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WITH RELIEF) RETURN TO BERN. CHAIRMAN OF PLENARY SESSION 
AFTERNOON FEB 5, WILL BE CRISTESCU (ROMANIA). 

5. WE UNCERTAIN WHETHER PROPONENTS OF PRG WILL DECIDE 
TO PRESS CHALLENGE TO CHAIRMAN'S RULING MORNING FEB 5, 

BUT IF THEY DECIDE TO DO SO, WE THINK CHANCES OF CON- 
FERENCE UPHOLDING HIS RULING ARE GOOD. MANY ABSTAINERS 
SEEM CERTAIN TO UPHOLD THE CHAIRMAN ON HIS RULING. 
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FOLLOWING DISPOSITION OF CHALLENGE TO RULING, CONFERENCE 
WILL TAKE UP QUESTION WHETHER TO CONSIDER ALGERIAN DRAFT 
RESOLUTION. PURSUANT TO RULE 32 OF RULES OF PROCEDURE 
(WHICH BY NOW BEEN DETERMINED TO BE APPLICABLE), ONLY 
TWO SPEAKERS OPPOSING THE MOTION TO RECONSIDER ARE PERMITTED, 
SHOULD BE POSSIBLE TO HAVE THAT VOTE FEB 5. UNLESS 
THE CONFERENCE DECIDES TO DO SO BY A TWO-THIRDS BOTE, 

THE ALGERIAN RESOLUTION WILL NOT BE CONSIDERED. 

6. FOLLOWING VOTINBREAKDOWN (IN FRENCH ALPHABETICAL 
ORDER) COVERS BOTH VOTES MENTIONED PARA 2 ABOVE SINCE 
NO DELEGATION CHANGED ITS SUBSTANTIVE POSITION:
